Summary 

The present variety is a verbena having a broad 
spreading growth habit, low plant height from 8 to 9 cm, and 
long stems from 20 to 30 cm. The plant is well branched and 
has a broad spreading area from 65 to 70 cm. The 
subterranean stem is absent, but when the long stems contact 
the surface of the soil, the long stems take root from nodes 
thereof contacting the soil into the ground and the plant 
thereby spreads. 

The leaf color on the upper surface is dark olive green 
(J.H.S. 3707). The leaf has shallow incisions. For the 
leaf, the crenation of margin is serrate, the length is from 
2.9 to 3.6 cm (medium), and the width is 1.6 to 2.4 cm 
(medium) . The petiole is present, the diameter thereof is 
medium, and the length thereof is short. The shape of the 
leaf blade is type II. The stem diameter is from 17 to 22 mm 
(medium), and the anthocyanin pigmentation is absent. 

The petal coloration of the flowers is light purplish 
pink (J.H.S. 9503), the outerward curvature of the petal is 
slightly curved, and the flower opens upwardly. The eye 
color of the flower is present, and the size thereof is 
small. The color gradation of the flower is present. The 
flower size is from 17 to 20 mm (large), and the flower 
cluster consisting of about 14 flowers is formed and the size 




thereof is from 4 to 6 cm. The shape of the flower cluster 
is type III, the diameter and the length thereof is both 
medium, and the floral tube length is long. The petals do 
not overlap each other, the petal number of the flower is 
medium, and the incision of the petal is present. The 
diameter of the peduncle is thin, and the length is medium. 
The calyx the length is long, and the anthocyanin 
pigmentation is absent. The pistil is two-lobed, and the 
number of the stamens is 5 (medium) . The color of the anther 
is green. The flower fragrance is absent. 

The flowering duration is long, and the plant commonly 
blossoms from Spring to Autumn. 

The plant is highly tolerant to heat, and exhibits a 
high resistance to pests and diseases, particularly powdery 
mildew, and high resistance to rain. 
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
